San Francisco Chronicle: On Tuesday 
morning last, between seven and eight 
o'clock Patrick O’Brien died at the Palace 
Hotel. Thi9 was the man who mysterious­ 
ly disappeared iu this city a few months 
ago, claiming to be the brother of Wil­ 
liam S. O'Brien of the bonanza firm. The 
first information regarding the man's pre­ 
tensions appeared in a New York dispatch, 
dated Jane 4. For a week following the 
newspapers here and in the East were filled 
with conjectures regarding him, his mys­ 
terious movements and strange compaa - 
ions. 
For a number of years Patrick H. 
O’Brien has been living in Raleigh, North 
Carolina, upon the charity of friends, an 
invalid in body and an imbecile in mind. 
In the early part of January of this year, 
two women claiming to be the O'Brien’s 
wife and daughter, soddenly arrived al 
Raleigh, and spirited him away—drugging 
him, it wa9 asserted—and for a week all 
trace of the three was lost. 
When next 
heard of they were at the Baldwin Hotel, 
in this city, (rom where, after staying a few 
weeks, they quietly removed to the Palace. 
Mrs. O'Brien, up to this time, had been 
believed to be a widow, it being given out 
that her husband had died in the Soutn 
during the 
war. 
With her 
daugh­ 
ter Pauline, known rn society circles 
as the Irish beauty. 
Mrs. O’Brien made 
her home with her millionaire brother-in- 
law until a short time beiore his death. 
The will of W. S. O’Brien left Mrs. O'Brien 
unprovided for, but bequeaths £300,000 to 
Pauline. 
Immediately upon the arrival of P. II. 
O'Brien the assistance of a prominent law­ 
yer was seemed, and immediate steps taken 
to secure a share of the O’Brien estate. All 
business with the lawyer was conducted by 
Miss Pauline, whose irtquent visits to the 
law cilice were always made in a close 
carnage. Her mother and father remained 
in their rooms at the Palace, the three 
always taking their meals rn their own 
apartments, the two elders have never been 
known to leave their rooms during their 
four months’ stay at the hotel. 
Acting 
upon the proofs o! her father's indentity as 
a brother of W. 8. O'Brien, furnished by 
Miss Pauline, the lawyer made a demand 
on the trustees of the estate for $1,000,01*0, 
basing his claims on the grouuds mat 
undue and illegal influence had been used 
with deceased in the disposal of the prop­ 
erty. The trustees at first refused to entei- 
tarn the demand, but proofs of the relation­ 
ship being shown them, the subject was re­ 
ferred to three arbitrators.consistiug of Coo 
O’Connor, F. F. Low and William, Free­ 
born. The matter rested in the hands of 
the arbitrators for sometime, aud abord/ 
before

they 
announced 
that 
$000,000 
should bo pard to Mrs. O’Brien in settle­ 
ment of the case. This is in addition to 
the $300,000 bequeathed to Pauline. This 
compromise was satisfactory to the claim 
ant, as on Wednesday afternoon after the 
burial of the mysterious husband, the 
money was paid over to the bereaved 
widow, in consideration of which she re­ 
nounces all claims to the estate. Before his 
death William 8. Obrien said he kid but 
one brother who died in Baltimore lr 1SCL 
or 1862; yet he bequeathed to Miss Pauline 
$300,UuO, the like sum which he left to his 
othar Deices. Patrick Ii. O'Brien claimed 
In Raleigh, to be a widower and childless, 
yet 
the 
arbitrators, 
by

tion, acknowledged the two mysterious 
women to be toe wife and daughter of 
Patrick U. O’Brien, brother of William S. 
O’Brien. 
Mrs. O’Brien remains at the Palace 
Hotel but refuses to be seen or questioned.

Blaine, awaiting his opportunity, took 
the ll aor, and said: “As to the gentlem an’s 
cruel sarcasm, I hope he will not be too 
severe. 
The contem pt of that large-minded 
gentleman is 
so wilting, his haughty 
disdain, his grand eloquent swell, 
his 
majestic, 
super-em inent, overpowering, 
tuntey-gobler's strut has been so crushing 
to myself and all 
the members ot this 
House, that I know It was an act of great 
temerity for me to enter upon a contro­ 
versy with him. I know that within the 
last five weeks a6 members of the House 
will recollect, an extra strut has charac­ 
terized the gentlem an’s bearing. 
It 19 cot 
hts fau lt; it is the fault of another. 
That 
gifted and satirical writer, Theodore T il­ 
ton, of the New York Independent, spent 
some weeks in this city. 
His letters pub­ 
lished in that paper, embraced with many 
serirous statements a little j >cose satire, a 
part of which was the statement that the 
mantle oi the late W inter Davis had fallen 
upon the member from New York. 
The 
gentleman took it seriously, and it has 
given his strut additional pomposity. The 
resemblance is great, Hyperion to a Satyr 
Thorsiles to H ercules; mud to marble 
duogbill to diamond ; a singed cat to I 
Bengal tiger ; a whining puppy to a roar­ 
ing lion. 
Bhade of the mighty Davis, for* 
give the almost profanity of that jocose 
satire.” Mr. Cockling kept his seal in 
silence. Since that day to this no word of 
a personal nature has been exchanged be­ 
tween these gentlemen. 
In debate, at a 
public meeting, at an evening entertain­ 
ment, or at a dinner party, they m eet but 
never speak.

peared 
more rough and hilly, covered 
with large tracts of primeval forests. The 
crops looked much better from here out. I 
think the corn would average about three 
feet in height. The farmers wcro nearly 
all done harvesting their spring wheat 
From K lusas City we followed the Kansas 
river for a good rnaoy miles. 
The shores 
on both sides arc covered with heavy 
woods, an i the scenery is beautiful. The 
crops are looking finely in Kansas. Leav. 
mg the river we came out on the prairie 
extending as fir as Hie eye cauld reach. 
Here aud there it was dotted with im ­ 
mense herds of cattle aud horses. 
Some 
of 
these herds 
numbered 
over 
a 
thousand 
head, 
and 
with 
their 
herdsmen, all in lull gallop, made a fine 
sight. We saw plenty of buffalo bones and 
wallows, but saw no live buffalos, though 
I am informed that they frequently come 
in sight in the (all. 
We passed several 
prairie dog towns with their inhabitants. 
.Jack rabbits also seemed to be plenty. The 
people on the plains live mostly in what 
are termed dug-outs. These are simply 
square holes dug In the ground and roofed 
over with rails and sods, or boards when 
they can get them. 
We passed emigrant 
wagons by the hundred, drawn mostly by 
two udu sometimes by three horse teams. 
They seemed all to be going west.
